„ William S. Walter, former Security Patrol Clerk in 

New Orleans Office resigned in September, 1966, while on 
probation. On Johnny Carson show 2/1/68 New Orleans District 
Attorney Garrison alleged Walter possessed information 
there wa!s FBI communication sent to New Orleans 11/17/63 repor 
a threat against President Kennedy during latter's forthcoming 
trip to Texas* We have interviewed Walter on several occasior 
and he has furnished conflicting information. ’ It appears he is 
being pressured by Garrison and Mark Lane to furnish false 
information. Full details have been disseminated to Departmer 
and Department has requested by letter 12/17/68 we identify th 
Security Patrol Clerk immediately before and immediately after 
Walter's shift of midnight to 8 a. a. on 11/17/63. Department 
requested our views regarding having the appropriate two Secur 
Patrol Clerks interviewed. By separate communication we are 
furnishing Department identities of Bevans and McCurley and 
informing Department we are interviewing both men in this matte 
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
